"Compliance with this provision j 


cannot, however," sajs the report, 
"be enforced unless an officer is on 
post at the crossing or an appro- 
priate sign or signal is provided to 
warn traffic that it is approaching a 
controlled intersection." 


Problem of Turns. 


As to turns, the report says that 


at least nine different methods are 
in use in this state alone foi con- 
trolling turns at intersections where 
traffic is controlled b> signals.

to the motorist and be most gener- 
ally satisfactory4 and effective in re- 
ducing accident hazards and facili- 
tating the movement of traffic.

in the tax district, stating that the 
roll has been completed and a. copy 
left with, one of the assessors at a 
speciHe'd place' where it may be seen 
and examined until the .third Tues- 
day of August next following. On 
the third Tuesday in August 
the 


assessors will meet at a time and 
place specified in the notice to re- 
view ..the assessments. 
. Section 39 provides that iipon the 
final completion of the roll on or

The resumption of sen Ices in the 


catlwdral of Reims marks the return 
to the world of one of Its great art 
monuments. When the flood of w»r 
Mashed over northern France, the city 
of Reims was in its course. The p^ce 
was laid in ruins by German shells. 
>"o on* could walk those desolate 
streets after the armistice without 
wondering how the cathedral escaped 
destruction when nearly ever} other 
structure 'in town went down. 


It was badly damaged. Fire supple- 


mented the work of shells. The roof 
wts destroyed. Many of the thou- 
sands of statues were mutilated or 
knocked to pieces 
Fortunately the 


msmloos stained glass of the rose 
window of the west front was taken 
out before the bombardment and pre- 
serred, and the walls remained stand- 
leg.- After all, the structure of a 
Gotb*c building Is Its main glory.

achievements of the human Intellect 
in the thousand years"'of the reorgan- 
ization ot Europe after the fall of the 
Roman empire- In 1140 the abbey 
church of St Denis, a few miles north 
of Paris, was begun by n "emarkable 
man, the Abbe Surer 
Tins was the 


first Important Gothic building 
It 


was followed in quick succession by 
fhe noble cathedrals of Xotre Dame 
of Paris, Bourses and Chartre', and 
then by Reims, Amiens and Beauvalfc 
•Within a century Franc* bad built 80 
cathedrals and 900 large churches, the 
lorellest creations of Jh* spirit of man 
It was calculated in ISM that at that 
time of cheap building it would haie 
cost 11,000,000,000 to replace them. 


It used to br thought that the long 


arennes -of pillars, with their branch- 
,lng arches and tracer!ed lines, were 
inspired by the forests of northern 
Europe. It Is now known they were 
otherwise derived, but it has been 
said thtt the Gothic is Hobln Hood 
architecture of the wild places, ener- 
gttic, adventuresome.. Did it repre- 
sent In its soaring arches and lofty 
spires the aspiring spirit of the age? 
Perhaps so. But it represented as 
w«ll structural necessities, protection 
of roofs from snow, high-hung chimes, 
the delight of ^medieval builders in 
beautiful- lines.silhouetted against the 
sky. the. challenge of bishop* to the 
imposing hill castles of feudal lords 


In any event the energy of the last 


half of the Twelfth century and the 
first of-the Thirteenth left_these mon 
uments that men will nerer permit to 
disappear. Reims, whose complete re- 
pair was largely-made possible by the 
tenerosltyvof an American, John P 
Rockefeller, Jr.. belongs to the world.
